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— 57. A process of preparing a white powder from cow urine distillate (GM- 
IV), said process comprising: 

a) mixing a volume of cow urine distillate with a volume of methanol, the 
volume of the methanol being half the volume of the cow urine distillate; 

b) extracting with hexane to produce a hexane fraction (GM-I) and an aqueous 
fraction; 

c) extracting the aqueous fraction with ethyl acetate to produce an ethyl acetate 
fraction (GM-I I) and an aqueous fraction containing a white precipitate; 

d) extracting the aqueous fraction containing the white precipitate with butanol to 
produce a butanol fraction containing a pale yellow precipitate (GM-III) and an aqueous 
fraction with a white precipitate; and 

e) drying the aqueous fraction containing the white precipitate from step d) to 
form the white powder from cow urine distillate (GM-IV).

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The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: there is no 
prior art which can be found which anticipates nor renders obvious the claimed 
invention. The claimed process is very specifically claimed as amended by this 
examiner's amendment and defines a process using four specific solvents which yield a 
final product of a white powder from cow urine distillate which could not be found in the 
art under anticipation nor any art which would make the claimed process obvious.
